Paris, Nov. 4.—[By C and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Another great sensation 
has developed in the Deacon case. As 
soon asthe Tribunal of the Seine de- 
livered its decision dismissing Mrs. Dea- 
con’s suit for divorce, and ordering the 
eldest child, then in a convent, to be 
delivered up to Mr. Deacon, Mrs, Dea- 
con hastened secretiy to the Convent of 
Our Lady of the Assumption_in the de- 
partment of Marne, bent upon carrying 
off the child, thus defeating the author- 
ity of the French court, and baffling 
Deacon. The sympathies of the nuns 
of the convent and people of the neigh- 
borhood have been with Mrs. Deacon, 
who is known to the latter as ‘‘La Prin- 
cess Americaine’’ and is much beloved 
for her goodness and kindness to the 
poor and suffering. 

When Mrs. Deacon arrived the news 
of the court’s decision was unknown at 
the convent. Mrs. Deacon was ad- 
mitted asusual. She had a carriage at 
the gate and seemed calm and serene 
as usual, evidently suppressing her emo- 
tions in order not to excite suspicion. 
She asked and obtained leave to take 
the elder of the children to ride, and 
after kissing the younger tenderly 
walked with the former tothe carriage. 
At first she drove slowly, but increased 
the speed as the convent and adjoining 
group of houses disappeared from view. 

Mr. Deacon drove upto the convent 
shortly after his wife had gone. He 
was amazed and maddened when he 
learned the situation, but noone was 
more amazed thanthe lady superior 
when she learned the strategy of Mrs. 
Deacon. Deacon at once appealed to 
the police, who readily joined him in at- 
tempting toovertakehis wife. It seems 
impossible thatshe could escape from 
France, as the police everywhere have 
been warned to be onthe lookout and 
to arrest her and the child wherever 
found. Deacon is determined to get 
possession of the child. 


THE BROOCH CASE. 


A Verdict for £500 for the Plaintiff in the 
Slander Suit, 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.]| The jury in the Lead- 
er-Smythe case returned a verdict of 
£500 damages to Mrs. Leader. 

The court was crowded as usual with 
an aristocratic throng this: morning. 
Counsel for Mrs. Leader finished his ar- 
gument. Thesympathies of the audi- 
ence were evidently with Mrs. Leader, 
and the Court was obliged to severely 
repress manifestationsthereof.

Since his residence 
in California he has enjoyed the esteem 
of many prominent business men, and 
for years past has been confidential 
agent of a numoer of capitalists, includ- 
ing John and Edward Coleman, the 
millionaire owners of the Idaho mine at 
Grass Valley. He leaves relatives in 
New York, a son residing in Nevada, 
and a daughter in Alameda.

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press. 
When Gladstone, soon after taking the 
reins of office, held a conference witi 
McCarthy and O’Brien on home rule, he 
gave them the distinct impression that 
the forthcoming bill of the Liberal gov. 
ernment would provide for a full repre 
sentation of Irish members in the im 
perial Parliament. The progress of the 
billin the Cabinet councils during th: 
present week has darkened the pros. 
pects of its approval by the National 
ists. Supportersof the ministry say 
that the Cabinet is discussing favorably 
a clause to retain Irish representation 
in Parliament, but to reduce the num. 
ber of members entitled to vote on im- 
perial questions only from 103 to 78 
under the new scheme of redistribution 
of seats. 


ANOTHER POINT OF DIFFE RENCE. 

Another point, regarding which the 
Irish leaders are likely to come into 
collision with the ministry, is the decis- 
ion that the imperial Parliament shall. 
by a two-thirds majority, have power to 
vote on all bills passed by the Irish 
Parliament. The Irish Nationalists de- 
mand that the sole right to veto suct 
bills be vested in the crown, under di- 
rect advice of the Irish ministers. The 
McCarthyites are better pleased with 
the amendments giving the Irish Parlia 
ment control over the police and ju 
diciary and the liberal provisions tc 
settle the land questions after funds 
under the existing purchase act are 
exhausted... 

Both Liberal and Conservative wire- 
pullers are trying to seize and advan 
tage in the agitation springing up be 
cause of the depression in agriculture 
to form afarmers’ party. The demands 
made include readjustment of the rates 
farmers pay for their holdings, the for- 
mation of land courts, reduction of tithes 
and income taxes, anda reform of the 
game laws. Farmers are now having 
the worst year known to the present 
generation, and are seeking relief inim- 
mediate legislation on these lines. 

THE SILVER CONTERENCE. 

Now that the membership of the mon- 
etary conterence is fully made up, it is 
evident that the advocates of the single 
standard are in a majority. England, 
Germany, Austria and Belgium will 
send delegations having a preponder- 
ance of mono-metallists. Yet the grow- 
ing belief in London financial circles is 
that the conference will effect some ar- 
rangement. The talk formerly heard 
about the futility of the congress is no 
longer heard. 

The president of the Institute of 
Bankers, in his inaugural address, re- 
ferred to the currency question as _ ur- 
gently demanding reasonable settle- 
ment. The duty of the government, he 
said, is to find a practical remedy for 
the existing difficulties. They could 
never be met by theoretic discussions. 
This declaration had great. significance 
as distinct advance on the 
laissez fawe treatment of the subject. 
The attitude of the English delegates is 
expected to guide the decisions to a 
great degree. They have as yet re- 
ceived no definite instructions. It is 
reported the government is consider- 
ing suggestions by influential firms of 
Manchester, Liverpool and London to 
settle th: question upon a basis of re- | 
ciprocal concessions, the gold standard 
countries*taking silver coins at par and 
the silver countries giving in return re- 
ductionsin tariffs. A leading expert 
on the subject told the Associated Press 
correspondent that reciprocity upon a 
silver coinage basis would be impracti- 
cable.

PASADENA, Noy. 4.—|To the Editor of THE 
Times.| The article of Judge Buckles in 
your paper of the 4th is rather surprising.

but hardly from a gentleman such as he. 
Itisa defense of ignorance, and sets a 
premium thereon. The time can never 
arrive too soon when an educational quali- 
fication, such as our citizens are asked to 
vote an expression upon next Tuesday, and 
which Judge Buckles opposes so lengthily, 
is adopted.

If such unfortunately exist, he must have 
sorry interest inthe progress of affairs or 
the controlling events of life, should he 
continue to live in such ignorance, and the 
loss of his vote can be no injury to this Re- 
public’s progress. 

How can Judge Buckles assert that no- 
where has the will of the people been per- 
verted by the ignorance of voters?

Heis a poor tool 
who depends upon this knowledge second 
hand. 

I fully agree with Judge Buckles that an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, such as he suggests, yiz., to 
compel all foreigners desiring to become 
naturalized, that they should be required 
to read and write the English language. 
The Representative in Congress who pro- 
poses such an amendment will have the 
sympathy and gratitude of hundreds of 
thousands of good people of this Republic. 
The expression asked of the voters of Cali- 
tornia covers precisely this ground, and 
more, for it demands that all voters, re- 
gardiess of their nativitv, shall be possessed 
of the same qualification. How can any 
one favoring the first proposition oppose 
the laiter’ Inthis land of public schools 
there can exist no reasonable excuse for 
ignorance of the primary educational fea- 
tures, and we believe that most States now 
exact that much of parents. 

It should be the ambition and aim of all 
Americans to have our great Republic con- 
tinue in its present rapid progress. It 
must necessarily depend upon the intelli- 
gence and enlightenment of its citizens for 
such progress. The wisest judgment, th 
most righteous legislation is now, and mor 
and more will be, demanded of our legis- 
lators and by its citizens to make its pouiti- 
cal and moral development grow with its 
remarkable physical growth. The intelli-

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THE CAMPAIGN. | 


A Big Turn-out by the People’s 
Party. 


Creditable Street Parade and Speak- 
ing at the Pavilion. 


Speeches by Marion Cannon and 
Other Leading Populites. 


Important Meeting of the Republican 
County Central Committee—Organiza- . 
tion of the New City Committece— 
Republican Meetings—Polnts. 


‘But can’t they make a holy show of 
themselves when they have a mind?" 

The crowd that lined the sidewalks 
last night smiled-and mentally ac- 
quiesced in the sentiment of. the old 
granger as he stood in open-mouthed 
wonderment gazing at the long line 
of glittering torchlights and brilliantly 
painted transparencies that filled the 
principal thoroughfares of the city in the 
last and final supreme effort of the Peo- 
ple’s party to awaken the culminating 
enthusiasm which they hope will carry 
them and their cause to victory and the 
spoils thereof on Tuesday next 
at the polls. No stopped 
to inquire whether one-half ora greater 
proportion of those who gathered 
last night under the protecting folds of 
the calamity banner were largely re- 
crnited from the ranks of the other two 
parties especially for the occasion, but 
it is certain that the parade on the 
whole was the most taking and unique 
one that has occurred in the history of 
the campaign of this year. 

All during the early part of the even- 
ing detachments and bands of scurrying 
horsemen and squads on foot hurriedly 
githered along Second, Third and 
Fourth streets in readiness to drop into 
the main street line as the march was 
begun, and.at 8 o’clock the word was 
given for the start. 

A brigade of cyclists, gaily decorated 
with flags and bright colors, headed 
the line, and then came a band, fol- 
lowed by a delegation from the Coast 
Sailors’ Union of San Pedro in full uni- 
form and nautical regalia. 

Several trades organizations, well- 
adapted floats and cartoon trans- 
parencies completed the smail part of 
the remainder which was interspersed 
with companies of men on foot to the 
number of nearly 8Q0. One of the 
cleverest devices exhibited was the 
float ‘‘Carnegie’s Fort,’’ which was 
represented by an iron shop surrounded 
by heavy walls and pointed arms with 
sentinels pacing the battlements. 

Many ‘bus loads of women and chil- 
dren enlivened the parade with songs 
and music. The county precincts were 
well represented ia line, Whittier, Gar- 
dena, Rosedale, Cohuenga and other 
suburban towns furnishing several hun- 
dred men in all. 

Starting at the intersection of Main 
and First streets the procession moved 
down Main to the junction, thence up 
Spring to Fifth-and thence up that 
street to the Pavilion. 

AT THE PAVILION, 

Long before the procession arrived 
atthe Pavilion the entrance and steps 
leading into the building were massed 
with a waiting throng of all political 
complexions, well mixed with the hood- 
lum element which so often pervades 
gatherings of a like sort. But, notwith- 
standing this ,there were representa- 
tive Republicans and Democrats in the 
crowd, the former attending more for 
the object of tinding out just how a 
calamity screed sounded when delivered 
from an original howler and the, latter 
from the fact that the statesman from 
the bean county was to make an ad- 
dress which it was hoped they might 
applaud if they could not indorse. 

When the doors were thrown open 
there was a grand rush for seats, and in 
less time than it takes to tell the main 
floor was crowded to standing room 
only. The first gallery as quickly filled, 
and then the urchins, gamins and fun- 
loving youngsters, good, bad and other- 
wise collected their discordant musical 
forces in the far-up‘:gods’’’ heaven, from 
which they assailed the speaker with 
admirabie impartiality. Many were 
unable to get inside the doors, and over- 


flow meetings were held to accommo- 
date them. 


OPENING EXERCISES. 

Chairman Batcheller of the People's 
party County Central Committee called 
the meeting to order and introduced as 
president of the evening A. M. Wardall, 
candidate for Sheriff of this county. 
Mr. Wardall reviewed the brief history 
of the party he ‘represented, and said 
that if the results during the next four 
years were in proportion to the one 
just passed great ends would be at- 
tained. 

As an opening numberthe glee club 
offered a well-timed selection entitled 
“Striking Twelve,’’ when the chair- 
mar presented Dr. Peebles, who made 
the opening address. The speaker said 
ae had iong been a-student of political 
economy, and had, after mature and de- 
lioerate investigation, come out in de- 
fense of the people's rights and the peo- 
ple’s salvation. The adherents of the 
old political organizations were saints 
at election time and consciousless at 
any other season. The welfare of the 
homes and families depended upon the 
conduct of the voters on the next elec- 
tion day. 
APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 

Chairman Batcheller spoke next, 
after an interval of music. He said 
that the daily press had of late been 
dinning into the ears of the public the 
statement that the People’s party was 
going to pieces. ‘*Thatmay be a fact,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and perhaps this is one of the 
pieces here tonight.’’ The cries of the 
old parties reminded him of the small 
boy who whistled in the dark to keep 
up his courage. Mr. Batcheller closed 
his glowing dose of sugar pill with an 
appeal for funds, and fora time the 
nickels and dimes, and even dollars, 
rained upon the platiorm. 

MARION CANNON’S SPEECGH, 

When Marion. Cannon advanced to 
the front of the stage he was greeted 
with an enthusiastic ovation. For sev- 
eral moments the Chair endeavored to 
preserve order, and quiet again reigned 
asthe speaker began. As his indict- 
ment upon the present conduct of af- 
fairs Mr. Cannon said: 

A little less than a hundred years ago, 
when stegm was applied to machinery. a 
statesmansaid: ‘‘We have arrived at the 
golden age; a giant has come to bear the 
burdens of humanity. The gods of fire and 
force will enrich this fair ladd, and there 
will be plenty for all; poverty will vanish 
like a dream, the music of wheels and the 
laughter of steam and steel will take the 
place of the groans of men, and there will 
be rest for the heart and brain of our race."

When the 
Presidential candidate is named, those 
who have succeeded in gaining the 
great event seek strength in using the 
second office in an effort to secure 
partisan harmony. 

So strong is this habit that when ex- 
Secretary Whitney assumed power to 
disregagi it and promised the Vice- 
Presidential nomination to Indiana for 
her help to nominate Cleveland for 
President, he overrated his abilitv and 
the second place was secured for Llinois. 
At first the presentation of the name of

“TRAITS CF FRENCH SERVANTS. 
In Many Kespeets They Differ Prom 
Pnglish and American “Help."’ 

Servantsin France are much more hu- 
man than those across the channel. They. 
are more independent, too, at least in out- 
ward seéming, They are capable of “an- 
swering back,”’ likewise of vindictiveness, 

ITknow of a certain Parisian lady who 
had the unhappy thought to go below 
stairson her return from opera or ball, 
with the object of a secret inspection of the 
premises. The servants soon knew it; with 
the result that madam ’'s beautiful dresses 
were spoiled, in consequence of the doors 
and doorways being ingeniously greased. 
The story was told me by the wife of one 
of the men servants, 

It is to be remembered that the best 
French servants do not take service with 
foreigners from the simple fact that they 
have small chance of securing a place ina 
good French family afterward. French 
women think the English very bad house- 
keepers. ‘They do not take into considera- 
tion that the English have their children 
about them, that they usually have large 
families, that friends who drop in are 
pressed to stay to luncheon or dinner and 
the master-efthe- house feels at liberty to 


invite a man friend to any meal without 
warning. 


Wages in Franch are lower than in Eng- 
land, the ‘tips’ given are small, the guests 
few. Noestablishment is kept up during 
the absence of the family, as it would be 
in England, nor do the French take a 
small army of domestics with them when 
they go to the seashore. 

A French woman gets twice the work 
out of her servants that an English woman 
does, and the work is better. One reason 
for this is that the day does not begin with 
that most disagreeable of mealg, an Eng- 
lish or American breakfast. ° Madame 
takes her coffee in her room. Coffee and 
a roll are all monsieur and the children de- 
mand. Letus say that this modest repast 
is served at about half past 8. This leaves 
the cook, save for the making of the coffee, 
her entire morning forthe arranging and 
preparing of her second breakfast or lunch- 
eon and the dinner. 

Madame goes about in, I grieve to say, a 
“peignoir,”’ and instructs her staff; or if 
but one or two servants are kept she dusts 
all ornaments, and having set the ma- 
chinery in working order leaves it to work 
by itself. Once dressed for the day she 
does not descend from her dias of “‘grande 
dame.”’ We often hear French servants 
accused of dishonesty. I did not, however, 
fiud them thievish. If they do steal, you 
may be sure that they will take something 
worth taking. 

There, is a good dealof esprit de corps 
about them. ‘They have small interests of 
their own and are not gossips. It is un- 
‘Wise in France to do your own marketing; 
your cook will doit better than you. She 
gets a certain percentage from the market 
women, but she buys things cheaper than 
you can; therefore you are not really out 
of pocket and are saved trouble. 

Coachmen and footmen are frequently 
imported from England and receive high 
waxes. All other wages may be placed 
somewhat lower than in Kngland, but you 
will get a better cook at a hundred dollars 
a year in France than you could anywhere 
in Great Britain. The French housemaid 
does not work as hard asthe English house- 
maid does. In the first place, the “‘froteur” 
comes every Week or every two weeks to 
polish the floors and stairs; in the next, she 
dags not have baths in each room to fill, 
empty and keep clean, as our French 
friends do not deem a morning tub abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The duties of housckeeper, butler and 
cook are about the same as in England, as 
are those of the lady’s maid.—Cor. Kate 
Pield’s Washington. 


What Curry Is. 

In quiet households there is a prejudice 
against curry as against rum and tobacco, 
while the traveling public thinks of it as 
a yellow, sticky substance encircling 
lumps of cold, doughy rice, made known 
on the transatlantic steamers, and under 


| circumstances not to be recalled. 


Curry, as every one knows, is native to 
India. My own idea of it until very re- 
cently was that it was the berry or seed of 
the curry tree, which was dried and then 
ground. Iwas wrong; but I have now an 
intelligent basis for appreciation. Curry 
is a concourse of atoms, not fortuitous, but 
asa marvelous result of the Hindoo sub- 
tlety, judgment and taste, as Nirvana and 
the transmigration of souls are of the sub- 
tlety, philosophy and attractiveness of the 
Buddhistiec belief. Curry is a vegetable; 
rather, curry is vegetables. It is anise, 
coriander, cumin, mustard, poppy seeds, 
allspice, almonds, asafetida, ghee, carda- 
mon seeds, chilliberries, cinnamon, cloves, 
cocoanut, coacoanut milk, oil, curds, fenu- 
greek seeds, an Indian nut I can’t spell, 
garlic, onion, ginger, lime juice, vinegar, 
mace, Mangoes, nutmeg, pepper, saffron, 
salt, tamarinds and tumerie. 

These are all pounded together, dried in 
an oven orinthe sun. When bottled it is 
the powd@& which comes to us as Indian 
curry. Now isit not worth admiring the 
wit and skill that have brought tegether 
such anumber of ingredients, and out of 
them have evolved an article so entirely 
different froni each, and in which there is 
not one elementary trace’—Harper’s Bazar. 

Old Time Circus Dights. 

There were many stubborn fights in the 
old days between the circus men and the 
tough citizens, as lots of the veteran show- 
men can attest. When W.C. Coup was in 
Georgia on one occasion a city marshal 
pulled a gun on him and snapped it in his 
face because his wife had lost her jacket 
while watching the performance. This 
was the signal for a hand to hand fight 
among the circus men and the local 
toughs,in which the latter were badly 
worsted. At another time down in Missis- 
sippi, where the mud was so deep it was 
impossible to unload the menagerie wag- 
ons, the show was given without the ani» 
mals appearing.

‘vik,’’ but lam a firm believer in what 
he calis the myth of the ‘animal’s ter- 
rible scream.

I did notin those days think myself 
more than an average coward, but 1 will 
confess that one dark night, when I had 
left the camp-fire to replenish the water 
bottle at a stream close by, it was prob- 
ably to my credit that no one could see 
me for a minute or so. There wasa 
sound in a neighboring thicket—that 
was all. When I got back to the camp, 
my partner—he was new tothe woods— 
with eyes bulging and a_ suspicious 
movement about the knees, was grasp- 
ing an ax with both hands. He asked 
what that noise was. I told him I 
thought it was a devil, or perhaps a 
dozen or two rolled into one. eat 
once agreed with me.

Lameness of Young Poultry, 
[Farm and Fireside.] 
When young turkeys must fly up or 


down, owing to high roosts, they will 
become lame. Their bones are flexible

They should be kept under a 
shed, with a low roost, until well grown. 
Chicks become lame when kept on 
damp ground, or when fed too highly on 
very stimulating food, as they grow too 
rapidly in body in proportion to strength 
of the legs.

Physician#g Centuries Ago. 

In some countries, where physicians did 
not thrive, sick people were placed on the 
roadside, that travelers who had suffered 
with like maladies might suggest reme- 
dies. 

Such crude efforts were supplanted at 
Rome by shops in which various ‘drugs 
and medicines were sold. Then, as now, 
quacks abounded, and the government, for 
the protection of the people, ordered that 
all remedies should bear a label declaring 
the character of the medicine, the name of 
its inventor, the sickness for which it was 
prepared, with a list of its ingredients and 
full directions astothe way in which it 
should be taken. 

For disorders of the stomach a favorite 
prescription was to the effect that the suf- 
ferer should read aloud ina clear, distinct 


moderate exercise. 

Physicians were divided, as now, into 
various classes of specialists—doctors for 
the eye, for the threat, etc. Even in those 
old days women practiced medicine, al- 
though they did not reach prominence in 
the profession. 

Surgeons used various instruments, re- 
sembling in some measure those of today. 
They had ear probes, syringes, instruments 
for cutting bones, and the like. In very 
early times dentists came into notice, and 
an ancient author refers to “gold fillings.”’

If 
they can do this they will be allowed to 
vote; if not, they will be promptly 
placed under arrest,a charge of il- 
legal registration will be placed 
against them, and they can then make 
their defense in court, remaining in 
jail in the meantime if they cannot fur-

Kegister, should show up at the polls 
with black hair, several inches short of 
his registered height, and with dark 
eyes, he would be required to explain 
these differences in his make-up, or 
stand a pretty good chance of being ar- 
rested forthwith. Then, too, should a 
man show up at the polls answering the 
description as given inthe Great Reg- 
ister, and gives as_ his place of resi- 
dence a number which does not exist, 
he will also be required to give a satis- 
factory explanation of how he was so 
absent-minded as to give a vacant lot 
as his place of abode, or tell why no one 
ever heard of him at the place indi- 
cated, in case there is a habitable build- 
ing at the number given. 

The method of investigation so far 
pursued, while very simple, is very efti- 
cacious. Inthe case of a ‘‘suspect’’a 
man is given the data from the Great 
Register and the case is looked up. If 
everything is regular nothing more is 
done in this case. Should no such per- 
son be found at the number given, or 
should the place of residence turn out 
to be a vacant lot, all the records con- 
nected with the case are gone over. 
The name of the man, the deputy who 
registered him, etc., are noted, and the 
name is added to the list of fraudulent 
voters. 

Some people seem to think that the 
exposures in regard to fraudulent regis- 
trations reflect, to a certain extent, on 
the County Clerk. This is not the case, 
however. Mr. Ward appointed special 
deputies for the purpose of regis- 
tration in the usual way, on 
the recommendation of the County 
Central Committees of the _ several 
parties, and these recommendations are 
now on file in his office. If these men 
did not do their duty, he is not to 
blame, as specific instructions were 
given them, and they were printed in 
full on their registration books. As to 
the deputies, the presumption is that 
they did what they considered to be 
their duty, although in some instances 
the discrepancy between the appear- 
ance of the men and their official de- 
scription is such as to prove gross care- 
lessness, if nothing more, beyond 
doubt. 

The work of investigation will con- 
tinue up to the day of election, and 
every effort will be made to catch 
fraudulent voters and punish them.

SUIT OVER POISONED SHEEP. 

The trial of the case of Leon Gazave 
vs. C. C. Steele et al., an action to re- 
cover $5000 damages, was commenced 
before Judge Van Dyke and a jury in 
Department Four yesterday, the plain- 
tiff being represented by Horace Bell, 
Esq., and the defendants by George M.

The plaintiff alleged that he was the 
owner of a partofthe Repetto ranch, 
three miles east of this city, and was 
engaged in the business of sheep-rais- 
ing, and that on January 25 last plain- 
tiff maliciously put out a quantity 
of poison, which caused the death of 
150 head of fine ewes, to his damage in 
the sum of $5000. 

The defendant, on the other hand, de- 
nied this allegation, and by way of 
counter-claim alleged that plaintiff 
wilfally drove his sigep and horses on 
to his part of the Bepetto ranch, de- 
stroying grain and qther crops to his 
damage in thesum of $5000. 

Six witnesses were examined for the 
plaintiff, and at the close of their tes- 
timony the defendants moved _ the 
Court for a judgment of nonsuit, which 
was denied. ‘The defense then pro- 
ceeded to introduce its testimony, but 
the matter went over until this morn- 
ing.

What the Terminal People Say About 
the San Pedro Report. 


The Information is Authentic, but Not 
Official—Arrival of President C. P. 
Hantiagton in the City—Trip 
to Santa Monica. 


The report that the Board of United 
States Engineers, wio recently made 
an exhaustive examination of Santa 
Monica, Redondo and San Pedro bays, 
with a view of determiuing the best lo- 
cation for a deep-sea harbor for Los 
Angeles, had reported in favor of San 
Pedro, created quite a stir in railroad 
and business circles yesterday, and 
when another report gained currency 
that the Southern Pacific had pur- 
chased the Terminal road, there wasa 
general demand for authentic informa- 
tion on the subject. 

To .a Times reporter the Terminal 
officials stated that there was every 
reason to believe that the report pub- 
lished in Tae Times, to the effect that 
San Pedro had been favorably reported 
upon by the engineers, was correct. 
General Manager Burnett, they said, is 
now in Washington, and it was through 
him, presumably, that the news was re- 
ceived. The railroad people said that 
the report was authentic, but declined 
at tnis time to give the source of their 
information. In regard to the purchase 
of the Terminal by the Southern Pa- 
cific, this was positively denied, both 
by the Terminal and the Southern Pa- 
cific people, and probably grew out of 
the fact that President Huntington and 
General Manager Towne happened to 
be inthecity. ~ 

T. E. Gibbon, Esq., attorney for the 
Terminal Railway Company, was seen 
last evening by a Times reporter re- 
garding the report that his company 
had received information from reliable 
sources to the effect tnat the Board of 
Engineers had decided to recommend 
extensive improvements for San Pedro 
harbor. 

Mr. Gibbon admitted that such was 
the case, but at present the Terminal 
people were not ready to give their 
source of information. 

The board had decided that San 
Pedro is the best location for a harbor 
between San Diego and San Francisco, 
and they would ask Congress to make a 
large appropriation, so that work may 
be pushed to completion as rapidly as 
possible. 

Mr. Gibbon was satisfied that General 
Manager Burnett ssource of information 
was reliable or he never would have 
made it public. 

The Terminal will not remain idle 
while the harbor improvements are go- 
‘ing on, and they will spend large sums 
of money to make Terminal Island one 
of the most attractive summer resorts 
on the Coast. 

In regard to the report that the 
Southern Pacific Company is negotiat- 
ing for the Terminal company’s. prop- 
erty, Mr. Gibbon stated that there is 
not the slightest foundation for the 
story. The Terminal read is not for 
sale, and, so far as he knows, the 
Southern Pacific people have never 
thought of making an offer for it. 

ARRIVAL OF PRESIDENT HUNTINGTON. 

Presidem C. P. Huntington of the 
Southern Pacific, accompanied by Gen- 
eral Manager A. N. Towne, arrived 
from the North yesterday in his special 
car. Mr. Huntington spent some hours 
in consultation with the local officials, 
and in the afternoon went down to 
Santa Monica to inspect the company’s 
improvements at that point. He will 
remain at Santa Monica until today, 
when he will return to the city, and 
will probably proceed East this after- 
noon. Mr. Huntington had nothing of 
public interest to say. The condition 
of the road is satisfactory, and the 
business outlook is encouraging. The 
plans of the company have been pretty 
well outlined in the press dispatches, 
and these will be carried out. 

SCRAP HEAP. 

Clinton Jones, general agent for the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, at 
San Francisco, was in the city yester- 
dzy, and is looking over Southern Cali- 
fornia generally. He finds this terri- 
tory ably taken care of by the local 
representative of the company. 

The date on which the new ‘‘Chicago 
and Los Angeles limited’’ over the 
Santa Fé will commence running has 
been postponed. The date was origi- 
nally set for the 18th inst., but. certain 
atrangements not yet having been com- 
pleted, it was found impracticable to 
commence the service at the time ad- 
vertised.

Charges Against Eilis Sustained 
by the Presbytery. 


He Fought on Technicalities All 
Along the Line. 


A Desperate Effort to Escape the 
Inevitable Verdict. 


-_-——- 


Suspended from His Ministerial Fanctions 
Uatll He Shall Give Satisfactory 
Evidence of Repentance — 
Lively Proceedings. 


Ex-Rev. Ellis, the ministerial fakir, 
has been convicted by the San Fran- 
cisco Presbytery of ‘falsehood and de- 
ception,’’ which means, in _ plain 
worldly language, ‘“‘lying,’’ and has 
been suspended from his ministerial 
functions until he gives satisfactory 
evidence of repentance, This result 
was reached after a three days’ trial, 
in which Ellis did not attempt to make 
any defense, but resorted to every trick 
and technicality of which he was capa- 
ble in order to prevent a verdict being 
reached, all of which failed, and he 
Was officially branded, as he deserved to 
be. The detailed account of the final 
proceedings is from the. Examiner of 
Thur sda, as follows: 

The trial of Dr. Ellis before the local 
presbytery on charges of deception and un- 
ministerial conduct ended suddenly and 
spiritedly vesterday. 

For three days the accused fenced dex. 
terously with every technicality that of- 
fereditself. Yesterday when he thought 
he saw a good opportunity to tie up the 
proceedings he seized it, but the dominies 
and deacons were tired of his feint(ngs and 
dodgings and proceeded to formally close 
the case. They gave him every oppor- 
tunity to offer whateVer defense he had, 
but he flatly refused to present anything, 
and sothe conclusion of the court went 
against him. 

Dr. Shearer of the Prosecuting Commit- 
tee closed his side of the case by getting on 
record the opinion delivered by Judge Wal- 
lace in the famous $100,000 damage suit 
brought by Dr. Ellis against the presby- 
tery. This suitis the cause of all the pres- 
ent trouble. The contents of the paper 
went to show that, according to the ideas 
of Judge Wallace, Dr. Ellis had no ground 
for accusing the presbytery of injustice or 
malice toward him. and further thatin be- 
coming a member of the presbytery Dr. 
Ellis had bound himself to submit to its 
discipline. 


“That finishes our case,’* concluded Dr. 


Shearer. 

“Then I move to dismiss the action," 
promptly replied Dr. Ellis, but before he 
could get any further Dr. Shearer swung 
back with the point of order that he had 
no right to make any such motion. 

Moderator Faris ruled that he had, and 
an appeal was taken to the clergymen pres- 
ent. They upheld Dr. Shearer by a vote of 
9 to 8. 

That vote produced the strongest feeling 
manifested during the inquiry. W. E. 
Smith insisted on expressing himself on 
the matter, but the moderator, busily 
scratching his decision on a writing pad, 
vigorously shook his head and motioned 
him to sit down. 

Dr. Smith kept right on talking just the 
same, and a fhumber of voices cracked the 
air. “Sitdown. Sitdown. I protest.’ 

“Protest as much as you like,’’ retorted 
Dr. Smith, indignantly, ‘‘but I insis: on 
talking,”’ and he spread his feet and 
squared himself firmly on the floor. 

“Order, order, order,’’ came in a pelting 
shower from all over the room, 

Dr. Ellis regarded the indignation and 
excitement with a lurking smile. 

“If the stated clerk willstop whispering 
in the mcderator’s ear the moderator might 
possibly hear something that is going on,’’ 
continued Dr. Smith unflinchingly. 

Stout little Dr. Matthews's round, red 
face took on a purple twinge as he fear- 
lessly eyed the speaker. 


“I am six feet trom the moderator,’ he 


returned, ‘and such a remark is imperti- 
nent.’’ 

‘Brothers, brothers,’ cried the modera- 
tor sharply, rising to the occasion. He 
talked tor two minutes and a moment aft- 
erwards everybody was shaking hands and 
insisting that nothing was meant. 

Dr. Ellis went about his defense in a way 
that rather startled those present. His 
object rather amused them when they un- 
The first witness he called was 
Rev. J. Q. Adams. 

“Tellusthe numerical strength of your 
church?” Dr. Ellis as ked the witness. 

Dr Shearer objected to the question. Dr. 
Ellis went on to explain that among other 
things he was accused of conduct tending 
toinjure the church. “Now, I propose to 
show by these witnesses,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
since these charges against me were pre 
ferred the church has really gained in 
strength.’’ 

Dr. Ellis himself joined in the smiles that 
greeted this statement. But his question 
was ruled out. 

He catted Dr. Matthews in order to try 
and make the same point on another 
ground. He wanted to know something 
about the growth of the Presbyterian 
church during the past eighteen months. 
Again the question was denied an answer. 

Then he called Dr. H. C. Minton of San 
Rafael, and on him what little defense he 
had went to pieces. He showed the witness 
a copy of the charges formulated against 
him on October 17, Since thenthey have 
been amended. 

Dr. Shearer looked at the paper and ob- 
jected to any questions being asked on it, 
as it was not a true copy of the latest 
charges. 

“The only citation served on me was pre- 
sented on these old charges,’’ replied the 
accused. ‘‘They are the only ones | recog- 
nize. If they are illegal, then I have noth- 
ing to defend."’ 

Moderator Faris being appealed to, ruled 
that as the accused had been present when 
the amendments were made and had con- 
sented to them, no further citatiom was 
necessary. 

“Unfder that ruling,’’ Dr. Eilis replied, ‘I 
shall attempt no further defense.”’ 

‘Have you reached that point, Brother 
Ellis, Where you feellike giving up?’’ asked 
Dr. Shearer. 

“If you rule outthe charges I submitted 
to the witness,"’ repeated the accused, 
have no defense to make.”’ 

It was pointed out to him that he was 
crawling out of the case through a purely 
technical hole, agd that his act would 
subserve no.good purpose, but he stead- 
fastly refused to alter his determination. 

Dr. Shearer in his argument merely read 


the papers he had presented in the case 


and asked the judgesto be guided by the 
facts. He closed by asking that if the ac- 
cused was found guilty the very lightest 


him. 

When it came Dr. Ellia’s turn to argue he 
pictured hims&elf as a man ‘stripped of 
everything and forced by circumstances to 
actas he had.’’ His idea was that he nad 
brought the damage suit against the pres- 
bytery to vindicate himself in the eyes of 
the world. He closed with the venemeut 
declaration thatno manor body of men 
could strip him of, the crown that God had 
bestowed upon him. 

After being in executive session for'sev- 
eral hours the presbytery came in with the 
following: 

Resolved, thatthe judgment of the pres- 
bytery in the case of the Presbyterian 
Church vs. Rev. J. W. Ellis, D.D., is as fol- 
lows: That Rev. J. W. Ellis, having been 
found guilty as charged, is htreby sus- 
pended from the exercise of his ministerial 
office until he give satisfactory evidence of 
repentance. 

‘Satisfactory repentante,’’ according 
to one of the judges, is such repentance 
or apology as the presbytery may think 
proper. Dr. Ellis talks of appealing 
from the judgmentto the General As- 
sembly.

Hie Speaks on the Financial and Economic

THE WILDCAT PROPOSITION, 

Now, I want to oiscuss these questions as 
briefly 4s possibly, in the simpiest form of 
the Enciish language. Take the first ques- 
tion.

two lines, avery simple litthe proposition. 
Now. let me read it to you: ‘We recom:

on State circulation be repealed.”” Well, 
now, at the first outlook of that simple res- 


olution it would seem that.atax of 10 per 
cent. on anv kind of circulation would bea 
very heavy tax, andthe plain farmer would 


sav “That is too much tax. Why not 2 
percent. or per | The answer fs, 
mv countrymen, that that tax was levied in 
the midst of war. in order to drive out of 
existence.and cut the troat of this system 
of State bank paper money, which bad 
ruined the country over and over again. 
and ft in trenble. It 
would make it impossible for State banks 
to continue in existence, and why Was that? 
Why, mv countrymen, whder the Constitu- 
tion of the United States the States are 
prohibited trom emitting bills of credit, 
and bills of credit are supposed to be any 
form of money to be circulated as money. 
It forbids also that they should) make any- 
thing but gold and sliver a legal tender in 
paymentotdebts. Thatisthe provision. The 
fathers who iramed that Constitution be- 
licved that they had cut upthis whole sys. 
temof local paper money by the roots, 
They had inthe old colonial days expert. 
enced ail the dismal forms of paper money. 
Prior to the revolutionary war every colony 
had this monev. Insome places it was 
iIneasured by the English shilling. In some 
places the shilling was worth ‘only 19 
cents, in seme places only 12% cenis. In 
Virginia the standard of value was a hogs. 
head of tobacco. So we have had various 


forins of money. This money gradually 
disappeared tor a time, and when our fath- 
ers therefore undertook to frame the Con. 
stitution of the United States, thev in- 
tended to cut up the root Of. this kind of 
thoney, and declared ‘that no State should 
emit bills of credit or paper ‘money, for 
that wasthe meaning of it. But it was 
said that States might authorize corpora 
tions todo it. Why. the ordinary logic of 
a plain man, without resorting to lawyers 
atail, would convince any one that if a 
State could not do it it could not authorize 
the people of that State to doit. There- 
fore it was believed that there could be no 
State bank paper money. Then a contro. 
versvy arose between the two old parties 
that existed in the carly forms of our Gov- 
ernment asto whether the National Gov- 
ernment could issue paper money. It was 
believed by the lawyers of that time that 
the National Governipent could authorize 
paper money, butth 4 entered into politics 
--entered into the contests of the party. 
BARLY NATIONAL BANKS, 

Finally the experiment was tried of or. 
ganizing by an act of Congress a national 
bank. This, conferring upon a single cor- 
poration authority to manage their inter. 
ests in the interest of the stockholders, was 
not acceptable to the people of the United 
States, and therefore at the endof its char- 
ter itexpired by itsownlimitation. Again, 
under the exigencies that grew out of the 
war of 1812. another of those banks was 
started, and that was not satisfactory to 
the people. It became involved in a con. 
troversy with Gen. Jackson, Who Was nota 
safe man to contend with at all, and finally 
that went outof existence. 

The Constitution of the United States 
provides that Congress may regulate the 
value of money, may coin money and reg- 
ulate its value; that Congress may berrow 
money, and as an incident of that may is. 
sue bills of credit. Finally, it may make 
them alegal tender tor the payment of 
debts. That was contested, however, but 
that question has been settied now by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, so 
that Congress is invested with a tbe pow. 
ers necessary to coin gold or silver, or nec- 
essary torthe issuing of paper currency 
and to make it a legal tender. 

Now, my countrymen, on account of the 
neglect of Congress to perform this plain 
duty, we had in the twenty-eight States 
various forms 
of paper money, ail kinds of paper 
money. This is a new subject’ for 
the voung fellows that have grown up 
within the Jast few years, of which a major- 
ity now will be the voters of this country, 
but to old fellows like myself and some of 
these gentlemen around me. it is an old 
question, and we know something about it. 
Why, my countrymen, the kind of money 
that was issued under the oid State bank 
system Was as heterogeneous as could pos- 
sibly be couceived. It was called red dog 
in some places, because it was printed red. 
It was called, wildcat in Michigan, because 
they had more wildcats there than good 
money. |Laughter.| Why, my country 
men, no man, except those who lived at that 
time, can conceive the condition of our 
paper money, There was not 2 bank west 
of the city of New York but whose hotes 
Were atadiscount in New York. Every 
man who sent his money East for the pur- 
«hase of goods had to suffer a shave, and 
an honest old farmer in Illinois said he 
could not go back to the State from which 
he came, because he would be shaved at the 
crossing of every State line. That was the 
kind of money then. It was so easily coun- 
terfeited that counterfeiting became one of 
the most common crimes, even more com- 
mon than stealing, because it was caster to 
counterfeit than to steal, and we were com- 
pelled to submit to it. 

NECESSITIES OF THE WAR, 

But l remember the time when the war 
commenced, and the Democratic party in 
the South which controlled its councils de- 


fiantly engaged in a war against the United» 


Siates to break it up, the most unjust war 
that was ever waged. or described in his- 
tory. |Applause.] ITremember that well. 
l rememnber those days in Julv when father 
Abraham Lincoln, God bless him [great 
applause,| atter he had called 75,000 
troops into the field, and they came—thou- 
sands by thousands ahd hundreds of thou- 
sands, more and more as he caMed them 
again--when they came to Washington 
there was not adollar in the treasury to 
pay them. The administration of James 
Buchanan, the lastofthe Democrats. who 
had just gone out, had left the treasury 
bankrupt. and Congress was compelled to 
issue treasury notes in order to pav their 
salarics, and when this war commenced we 
hadn't either money or goldor silveroranv 
other coin. There was this paper 
mcney of the States, butthe last act, the 
last wise actof the Democratic party, was 
to establish what they called the Indepen- 
dent (*)Treasury law, by which it was for- 
bidden—an act signed by Martin Van 
Buren, by which any oficer of the Govern- 
ment was forbidden to receive any kind of 
State bank paper monev. That was the 
wisest act thev did, and the oaly act, be- 
cause after that act was done the Demo. 


_ cratic party ceased—really itoucht to have 


ceased to exist and have changed its name. 

We old men know that every Democrat 
inourland denounced this money. Gen.

SWORN AT BY GEN. JACKSON, 

My countrymen, itis this kind of money. 
that the Confed-

the banks failed; that Jackson cursed and 
swore at, andthat Webster denounced as 
the best way of robbing the laboring man 
of the fruits of the sweat of his brow. 
That is thé condition in which we are 
placed. 

Now, my countrymen, when we met this 
diMiculty at the beginning of the war we 
had no money, and the first thing we did 
was to iasue 60,000,000 of demand notes. 
They were notes pavable on demand, con. 
tainifie our promise to pay them on de- 
mandincoin. We issued them and they 
wece received. and paid out to our suldiers, 
and it enabled us to carry on the war for 
six months. But they were soon exhausted 
and we knew thatif we continued to issue 
fhis form ‘of paper money our Government 
would break down and the rebellion would 
succeed. Weknew that we could not pay 
this money on demand, and the result 
would be that they would go down more 
and more, precisely like the revolutionary 
script and other forms of paper money. 
Therefore it was that after careful consid- 
eration we devised what are called now the 
greenbacks. We issucd our notes, the 
United States notes, promising to pay $5. 
We fixed no time. e only said, we will 
pay $5 some time—maybe after this 
war is over and the Union is saved. 
|Applause.| A departure, no doubt, 
irom the best principles of finance. No 
man could justify notes of that character 
unless they were maintained by gold and 
silver, unless under the exigencies of war, 
but we provided that they should be con- 
vertible into bonds. We received them in 
paynieht for bonds, and in this way we es: 
tablished a national currency which en- 
abled us to bofrow thousands of millions of 
dollars of our own people and carried on 
the war to the complete preservation of the 
Union, of our Government, although we 
could not have circulated these greenbacks 
if we had allowed that State bank circula- 
tion to have been in existence. It would 
have filled the channels of trade by a law 
of tinance as strong asthe law of the Ten 
Commandments. The better «currency Is 
-driven out and the pdorer currency fills the 
channels of circulation. The instinct of 
buman nature induces every man to shove 
off the poor money; even to part with the 
ragged bill rather than a crisp bill. I 
wouldn't trust aman or a woman in Chi- 
cago on aquestion of that kind. [Laugh- 
ter.| 

INTERFERED WITH THE GOVERNMENT. 

No, my countrymen, we could not have 
cot these gregnbacks in circulation cxcept 
by getting rid of these State banks. What 
did we dot We were inthe midst of war. 
These notes were heterogcncous, interter.- 
ing with the operations of the Government. 
The old treasury law forbade their. use by 
the Government, or their receipt for any 
purpose whatever, for taxesor anything 
else, and yet they filled the channels of cir. 
culation. What we did was to declare that 
they should pay 10 per cent. every year. 
We knew the result of that would be to 
drive them outof existence. But we did 
not make this provision until we had found 
a better system-—-that is, the authorization 
of national banks. where any person who 
would deposit $100 of United States bonds 
might have the privilege of issuing $90 in 
circulation. We held those bonds as a se- 
curity for the notes, and so admirably suc- 
cessful has been that plan that no man 
ever lost a single dollar by a national bank 
note. [Great applause. | 

Now, my countrymen, they tell us that 
they want more money. Well. I guess you 
all want a little more money. I would 
like to have a little myself. [Laughter.| 
How ts it, my fellow-citizens, about this 
question of moncy? Suppose the Govern. 
ment of the United States should issue a 
hundred billion dollars of notes. Who 
would they pay those notes to’ How would 
any of you getany of that money, unless 
you had something to sell to the Govern- 
ment of the United States, unless you had 
some work or labor to perform’: It would 
not be divided around pro rata, or per 
capita, as the lawyers would say. The 
poor man who wants more money 
and needs it would get his 
share, but the people who held the 
bonds of the Government, who were 
the contractors of the Government, who 
sold the Government supplies or rendered 
services to the Government, they would get 
the increased value of the money. How 
can the Government pay out money except 
itisearned*: Itcannot divide it as assets, 
because paper money is not assets in that 
sense. Andthen again, in former times 
the amountof circulation of bank notes 
rose at one time to 8300,000,000. But 
now what is the amountof paper money in 
this country® J have here the last Treas- 
ury statement, which gives the amount as 
$1.132.000,000 of paper money now in 
active circulation all over the United 
States of America-—-yea, and in all the 
countries of the world. Over $1,100,000,- 
000 then of paper money is outstanding, 
and among these are gold certificates, sil- 
ver certificates, United States notes, na. 
tional bank notes andthe various forms of 
notes, and the treasury notes issued under 
the law of 1890. 

TRANSACTIONS BY CHECKS. 

I will point out to you that 95 per cent., 
of all pay- 
ments are made in checks, certificates, 
drafts and commercial paper, which shows 
that money is only used in the ordinary 
currency of ou¥ people for marketing and 
for the small transactions of life. Ali the 
great business of this immense city is done 
by checks and by bank balances of various 
forms. Now, if this monev was issued 
without any backing, like the old State 
bank paper money, jit would be very ob- 
jectionable. But what is there behind 
that? This moncy is secured by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, either by 
gold and 4ilver coin or bullion, or by 
the deposit of the United States bonds.

nere is a bank note that is is- 
sued. The Government holds inthe 
tréasury of the United States $100 


or more for every $90 of those notes 
outstanding. Let'the bank break and go to 
Vavy Jones's locker. Who cares! The 
money is good, because there is security in 
the hands of the Government. So with the 
silver certificates. It is backed not only by 
the silver contained in it, but is backed also 
by the silver bought at its market value, so 
there is a dollar's worth of silver to satisfy 
vou. We adopted the issue of what is 
called treasury notes, and behind every 
one of these treasury notes are not 371 
grains of silver, but 550 grains. [Ap- 
We go into the market and we 
buy silver as we buy anything else de- 
manded by the Government. We pay its 
market price. We pay today 95 cents for 
an ounce of 480 grains and that is all. 
Four hundred and eighty grains we buv for 
95 cents. I beg pardon, 85 cents. 1 
thought I had got it too high. So that ac- 
tually we have behind every one of these 
notes about 530 or 549 grains of silver. 

So with our greenbacks, the salvation of 
our country. It is true that in the dark 
hours of the war they went down below 
par. We knew they would go down. All 
paper money in times of war does decline. 
Gold and silver disappeared. When the 
war Was over, as soon as public opinion al- 
lowed, we raised these greenbacks up 
slowly, step by step, to the standard of gold. 
The Republican party of the United States 
declared that the Ist day of January, 1879, 
they would pay these notes, if any were 
presented atthe treasury, in gold and sil- 
ver coin. [Appiause.] 

And when We had accumulated a certain 
amount of coin, about $100,000,000, called 
familiarly gold coin, and when the day 
came the treasury was thrown wide open

SUPREME COURT DECISION. 

The trouble is that the Supreine Court of 
the United States bas decided that very 
question and has held that this tax on 
State banks is constitutional, and it is’ not 
for the judicial power to attempt to define 
the lifaits or objects of taxation, or to rez- 
ulate Congress in the exercise of this power 
of taxation.

FORMS OF SECURITY. 

There is another reascen, My countrymen 
—Lam giving a little importance to this 
subject now, because* it is now the one 
question under discussion... Mr. Springer 
says: ‘It is sometimes said that we must 
provide other formsof banking, because 
the national banks will go out of exis- 
tence."’ Well, that may be, as the debt is 
paid off, as no bank can be organized ex. 
cept upon the deposit of United States 
bonds, that the banks would: iose their cir- 
culation.

form of bank except the security which is 
the highest in our land—the security of 
65,000,000 of the freest people that God 
ever made. [Long continued applause. | 


Now, my countrymen, I want fo say 
briefly something about the silver’ ques. 


tion, and that I wish to reduce to the very 
lowest element. At one time fifteen ounces 
of silver were equal to one ounce of gold. 
Four hundred years back, before Columbus 
discovered America, eight ounces of silver 
equaled one ounce of gold. By the enor. 
mous changes that have been made by the 
discovery of this continent it has gradually 
changed this matter, and now today, 
according to the laws of the United States, 
sixteen ounces of silver is the equiv- 


aient of one ounce of. gold. But 
there are laws stronger the 
laws of Congress—the laws of com- 
merce. The laws of trage govern 


these things in spite of the laws, of Con- 
gress. Today’the laws of trade require 
twenty-four ounces of silver to equal an 
ounce of gad. [Applause.} Now the ques- 
tion is, My countrymen, whether we should 
open our door, go into the market and buy 
the silver that is produced in this country 
and all the silver that may come from 
foreign lands at the rate of sixteen ounces 
of silver as equal to one of gold, when in 
Ahe markets of the world it requires twenty- 


four ounces of silver to buy one 
ounce of gold. Yet § the proposi- 
tion has been made in the Senate 


of the United States and in the House of 
Representatives and has been voted for by 
a majority ofthe Democratsin each house, 
in favor of the free coinage of silver, 
which means thatany man who holds sil- 
ver, whether of our own mines or from the 
surplus of the world, may bring it to our 
treasury and demand $1 for 65 cents 
worth of silver. Now, the silver that is in 
sight, our statistics show,. amounts to 
$4,000,000,000, and we are now producing 
in the mines of the world $185,000,000 a 
year, and the wild, crazy proposition is 
made thatthe people of the United States 
will enter into the market and pay $1 
for every 65 cents’ worth of all these 
mines of silver that may be imported or 
thrown into our country. 
WHAT FREE COINAGE MEANS. 

‘That is what free coinage of silver means. 
The inevitable effect would be at once to 
demonetize gold and compel its exportation 
and hoarding and reduce us to a'single sil- 
ver standard: and what wonld be the re- 
sultinthis country, my fellow-citizens, of 
the free coinage of silver: ‘The result 
wouid be that all the debts would be cut off 
one-third. And who, my countrymen, 
are the creditors of this country? Not 
the rich- men. They are often’ the 
largest debtors. Their‘ cre@it is often 
their capital. Who are the great cred- 
itors of our country’ First of all, 
and dearest of all, are the 600.000 
soidiers, their widows, their orphans, who 
hold their little pension certificates. By 
the free coinage ot silver one-third of their 
pensions are to be stricken off at one fell 
swoop. Again, my countrymen, who are 
the creditors and the depositors in our 
savings banks* Who are the depositors of 
this sixteen-hundred millions of money de- 
posited in the ‘Savings banks today to the 
credit of our poor people who are gather- 
ing their little hords’ together to build a 
home and for protection of wife and child’ 
And so with your organizations called build- 


ing associations. 


Your building” assocta- 


tions have $1,100,000,000 invested in 
them. What man is so mean, so poor, so 
degraded that he will rob the poor in order 
to save a little in paying an bonest debt’ 
They would cheat their creditors out of 


one-third of their debts and atthe same. 


time cheat the poor people who are hus- 
banding their resources for a home in the 
future. {Great applause.] 

It is the meanest proposition which has 
ever been made since I have been in public 
life. Nothing proposed has struck me so 
hard and severe as this most infernal prop- 
osition to open our doors to the free pur- 
chase of silver. |Long-continued applause. | 

know, my countrymen, in the West, in 
éome of the States where they produce this 
silver, itis natural that they should desire to 
advance and maintain the price of sliver, but 
even then, at its reduced price, silver mining 
has become one of the most profitable indus- 
tries ofthe country. Silver miners have no 
right to demand of us or attempt to force 
the Government to porchase their article 
at a price in advance of what it is worth in 

the open market. We have gome a great 
ways; we have gone to extreme lengths. 
We have gone further than we intended in 
order to satisfy our friends in the extreme 
West. We did not want to do anything 
harsh by them, and we agreed to a bili for 
the purchase of 4.500,000 otnces 
amonth, making 54,000,000 ounces of 
the American product every year; but, my 
countrymen, we bought it at its market 

rice and we hold itin the treasury of the 

nited States, and at its market price it is 
now worth in gold nearly what we paid for 
it, the loss by decline being comparatively 
small. So the certificates which are issued 
upon it now are as good as any other 
money, even the gold certificate, which is 
supposed to be the best of all. 

When I come to discuss tnis question I 
sometimes grow impatient. I say there is 
but one solution of this question. One of 
them is sought by the President of the 
United States, by Benjamin Harrison 
[cheers], by what is called a commission to 
ascertain whether or not an adjustment 
could not be made between the great na- 
tions of the world, either by providing a 
new ratio and forming as far as possibie a 
uniform ratio, or, if that could not be 
agreed upon, to agree upon what mode anil 
manner and how tar each nation will main- 
tain its silver upto the standard of gold, 
and thus have what is called the ‘double 
standard” of silver and goid. 

Now, I don’t know whether this will be a 
success. I hope it may be. But one thing 
I know—thatif it fails, then you business 
men have got to meet this proposition: You 
have either then to stand upon a silver 
standard and banish our goldto foreign 
lands or @othe other thing whichl amin 
favor of. andthat isto put enough silver 
inthe silver dollar to make it éequalin 
value tothe gold dollar. Three hundred 
and seventy-one and a quarter grains is not 
enough, because thatis only sixteen times 
the number of. grainsin the gold dollar. 
But if 371 is not enough, putin 480 and 
tmnake it an honest doliar. | If 
that is not enough put in 550 grains. |Ap- 
plause. } 

But our Democratic friend says ‘the dol- 
lar will be too Then coin them into 
halt dollars and quarter-dollars, and 
some other forms, and then they won't be 
too big. |jLaughter.] But the trouble is 
with some of these men—and that is their 
object in objecting to a big dollar—that 
thev wanta little dollar. They are small 
people. [Laughter.] They want to pay 
honest debts with a small dollar. 


GROVER DID IT. 


He Officially Used Force Bill Tactics 
to Re-elect Himself. 


A Discovery Which Takes Away the Last 
Issue of the Democracy—An 
Official Order by Cleve- 
land. 


[Special Correspondence. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Another Demo- 
cratic idol has fallen. Another Demo- 
cratic ‘‘campaign issue’’ has been de- 
stroyed. And this, too, by Mr. Cleve- 
land himself. | 

The Democratic party has certainly 
been unfortunate in its issues in this 
campaign. Its tariff issue was de- 
stroyed by a member of its own party 
—Labor Commissioner Peck. Its wild- 
cat currency issue was destroyed by 
members of its own party innumerable, 
who denounce itunsparingly. And now 
its last and only remaining issue, the 
Force Bill, has been destroyed by Mr. 
Cleveland himself. 

It came about in this way. Some 
wretched person with a good memory, 
who had listened with amusement and 
amazement to the plaintive wails of the 
Democracy aboutthe Force Bill, sud- 
denly remembered that Mr. Cleveland, 
while President and a candidate for re- 
election, not only authorized, but abso- 
lutely ordered for his own benefit, the 
enforcement of the very Force Bill fea- 
tures of the then existing law, about 
which’'Democrats are now so much agi- 
tated. 

This discovery has been the political 
event of the week. It was as much of 
a bombshell in the Democratic camp as 
was the Peck report a few weeks ago. 
It takes away the last leg the Democrats 
had to stand on. The three issues upon 
which they were making or attempting 
to make their fight in this campaign 
were free trade, free banks, free frauds 
at the polls. Curiously every one of 


them has been knocked out, and that, 


too, by Democrais. But the most dis- 
tressing thing is that the destruction of 
the last one of these issues left to the 
party should have come about through 
an official act of the party’s own candi- 
date while he occupied the White House. 
And this he did with the purpose of re- 
electing himself President of the United 
States. 

The facts are these, and they are very 
interesting: The so-called Force Bill 
simply proposed to extend to small 
towns and country districts of the United 
States the law which has been in force 
for years through which United States 

marshals and supervisors of elections 
enforce order and prevent fraud in any 
city of 20,000 inhabitants or more in 
elections for Congressmen or other 
United States officials. The recent dis- 
covery, Which has created such a panic 
in Democratic circles and taken away 
the last vestige of an ‘‘issue,’’ was the 
fact that President Grover Cleveland, 
on the approach of theelection of 1888, 
when he was a candidate for reélection 
tor the Presidency, issued to Atty.-Gen. 
‘‘Pan Electric’’ Garl under date of 
October 5, 18588, order: 

Dear Sir:— You are herebv requested to 
take general charge and direction of the 
execution of the statutes of the United 


States touching the appointments of super- 


visors of elections special deputy 
marshals, and the performance of agp 
duties and their compensation, so tar 
these subjects are by the Constitution ata 
laws under the supervision and control of 
the executive branch of the Government. 
Yours truly, GROVER CLEVELAND. 

Immediately afterward this letter 
was sent by Atty.-Gen.Garlandto United 
States marshals: 

Sir:—In pursuance ofa letter of the Sth 
inst. fromthe President, directing the At- 
torney General to take charge of the 
os ‘appointment of special deputy marshals, 
the performance of their duties and their 
compensation, together with the compen- 
sation of supervisors,"* at the congresssonal 
election in November next, your attention 
is directed to the provisions of titles 24 and 
26, chapter 7, title 70 of the Revised Stat- 
utes- Under sections 2072 
vised Statutes, you have powertokeep the 


‘peace, protect supervisors, preserve order, 


prevent frauds and enforce the in law towns 
of 20,000 inhabitants and upward. You 
should make yourself familiarwith the 
statutes referred to and see that they are 
understood by your deputies, who should 
be discreet men, impressed with the im- 
portance of an honest franchise. 

The manner of discharging these duties 
bw yourself and your deputies is largely 
left to vour discretion. In matters tavolv- 


ing quéstions of law you are directed to.

consult the attorney of the United States 
for your district for needed information 
and advise. Itis assumed that the duties 
can be performed without infringing upon 
the rights of any citizen ina manner that 


‘shall be firm, and at the same time free 


from any unnecessary display of authority. 
It is not expected that supervisors and 
deputy marrhals will receive com pensation 
for more than five days’ service, and they 
should be so informed. Within this time 
all can be done, it is .thought, that 
ought to be. You need vigilant men, who 
are conscientious workers, and no others. 
It is thus shown from official records 
that Mr. Cleveland, while President, or- 
dered his subordinates to use in the 
election in which he was himself a can- 
didate the verv laws to which his party 
is now so strenuously objecting. The 
so-called Force Bill about which Demo- 
crats are howling was the,very essence 
of the act which Mr. Cleveland ordered 
his subordinates to enforce for his own 
reélection, This is all there is ,to the 
Force Bill bugaboo. It was simplya 
proposed law providing for an exten- 


’ sion to country? districts, on the petition 


of citizens, of the law already in force 
in the cities of 20,000 inhabitants or 
more. 

What did the Force Bill really pro- 
pose todo? It*proposed to extend to 
the country districts, where fraud is 
now a matter of common occurrence, 
practically the same law which Mr. 

It pro- 
posed to make false registration or. in- 
terference with registration a crime; it 
made keeping false poll lists a crime; it 
made election bribes and ballot-box 
stufling a crime; it required ballot boxes 
to be plaéed in plain sight of voters, 
and the willful placing in those boxes of 
illegal ballots a crime; -it made im- 
proper manipulation of ballot boxes or 
ballots acrime. Andthat isall. That 
is the law which President Cleveland 
ordered his subordinates to enforce to aid 
in his own reélection, and it is the pro- 
posed law so extended as to be available 
for all of the people about which Mr. 
Cleveland’s supporters were howling 
until they found that one of the last 
official acts of their candidate sustained 
all of its principles. | O. P. AUSTIN.

SPECIAL COUNSEL. 

Mr. McLachlan distinctly states in his 
speech that this $2478.96 special counsel 
for the District Attorney ‘‘waas for services 
rendered before 1 (McLachlany became Dis- 
trict Attorney, except the item of $250 
paid to R. B. Carpenter.” He further says 
that as he was legaladviser of the county, 
the purchaserof the bonds naturally de- 
manded the opinion of an attorney who did 
not represent the seller. What was the At- 
tornéy-General doing? Why did not he 
represent the State' If Mr. Carpenter, 
who was paid this $250. was not acting for 


the county of Los Angeles, for whom was’ 


he acting? and if he was acting for a pur- 
chaser, why should the county of Los An- 
geles pay him this fee! 

Mr McLachlan also says: ‘The record 
shows Not a dollar had been paid 
to assist me in any way.’ Let us see about 
this statement. The records show that on 
the 7th dav of April, 181, a claim was 
allowed and paid to Stephen M. White for 
the sum of $50—in the language of the 
itemized. statement accompanving the 
claim—for “services as attorney. for the 
Sheriff's office during the month of March, 
at $50 per month.” And yet, the 
District Attorney tells the people he was 
the adviser of all county officials. If this 
was not for special counsel to assist the 
District Attorney, What was it® 

Anotber of the nine items alluded to in 
my speech as being for special counsel for 
the District Attorney was one of $378.96 
fees, Jan. No. 61, H.S. &. C., Cohn Case, 
book VII, page 145. 

lu counection with this claim, I wish to 
consider another statement made by Mr. 
McLachlan. He tells the: public, in his 
speech, that 1 omitted to state “that every 
dollar of the money illeg Ally obtained on 
these (Edelman) warrants was recovered 
and paid into the treasury during my ad- 
ministration.”’ Let us look at the record 
of this Colin case: ILis No 12.799, and is 
entitled, County of Los Angeles versus L. 
Bb. Cohn. The docket “Complaint 
filled January 9, 180. Jwigment for plain- 
December 23, for the sum of 
$2479.49." ‘January 12th, 1891, one 
week after Mr. McLachlan went into office 
the record shows "James McLachlan sub- 
stituted for Houghtop, Silent & Campbell 
as attorneys tor February the 
Gth, 1891, judgment paid in full."” 

This was a -bitteriv contested case. and 
was fought throughout, and tried, not bv 
the District Attorney nor by the District 
Attorney's office, but by the tirm of Hough- 
ton, Silent & Campbell; but the judgment 
was not paid until About a month after Mr. 
McLachlan took office. The record shows 
that the case was handled and tried bv the 
above firm of attorneys on behalf ot the 
county, and that Mr. McLachlan took no 
part therein at all. This is the case for 
which the bill of $378.06 was paid to that 
firm, and is one of the items which Mr. Me. 
Lachlan so vigorously repudiates as being 
special counsel for his office. If Mr. Me-

It 
ecems to me that these items are properly 
charweable to Mr. McLachlan, he having re- 
ceived the benefit thereof in the conduct of 
hia office: and, certainly, his statement 
that “not adollar has been paid to assist 
mein any way,’ falls tothe ground. It 
will not do to go before the people and say 
that he has performed certain services in 
recovering money for the county when 
those services are rendered by attorneys 
other than himeelt.

HIS FAITHFUL RETAINERS. . 

While on this particular point, I notice 
that my opponent claims to be a¢ting under 
the law of i881. How is this: He was 
elected and draws his salary under the law 
of 1889, but appoints his deputies under 
the law of ‘91, which went into effect 
March 30 of that year, and was passed 
after Mr. McLachlan was elected, and after 
he entered upon the duties of his office. 
The highest salary alowed a deputy under 
the law of 1889 is $166.66, and with the 
provision that other deputies might be ap- 
pointed at a salary not to exceed $133.33 
each. But the law of '91 provides tor an 
assistant at a salary of $200, chief dep- 
uty at $175, a deputy at $150, and 
three other deputies at $100 each. Will the 
District Attorney kindly intorm an indul- 
gent and long-suffering public how he can 
justify the appointment of an assistant‘and 
deputies atthe higher salaries of the law 
of 91 when, under the decision made by 
the Supreme Court of this State in Dougher- 
tv vs. Austin, 04 Cal.,602 et seq., itis held in 
effect thatunder Article “%, secs. 9 and 5, 
of the Constitution of this State, the regu- 
lation of compensation must be made to 
take effect before the election of the officers 
whose compensation it controls, and that it 
cannot be subsequently changed so as to in- 
crease the compensation of any officer dur- 
ing the term for which he has beenelected; 
and, also, in effect, that the salary of a dep- 
uty is a part of the compensation of his 
principal’ There is, and can be no justitl- 
eation forit. Thetruth of the matter is 
that the administration of county affairs 
has reached the point where the principal 
omicial appoints deputies to the full limit 
allowed by law; and, when it is possible to 
do so, construes it to mean more than it 
does, at the pense of the dear people, 
who pay all these little bills. The law of 
"S89 is stillin force so far as the present 

District Attorney is concerned. 
HIS CRIMINAL BUSINESS. 

Mr. McLachlan claims that I have mis- 
represented his record in criminal cases. 
1 did not deem it necessary, and do not 
now think it necessary, to raise to the dig- 
nity of criminal cases drunk and disor- 
derly, disturbing the peace, or petty viola- 
tions of law, cognizabie by justices’ courts 
only, but I dothink, and I believe that the 
public will agree with me, thata fair test 
of the ability and efliiciency of the District 
Attorney in the conduct of his office is evi- 
denced by the criminal cases actually han- 
died and managed by him in the Superior 
Court during his termof office. My figures 
did not include the cases inherited by him 
from the prior administration; “but, on the 
contrary, included only all cases com- 
menced after the Ist of January, 1890, 
and upto aboutthe 13th of October, 1892. 
Ir the casesof the old administration were 
included in the sum total of cases which I 
have credited to him, his record fer efi- 
clency would be worse, by far. The Reg- 
ister of Criminal Actions*of the Superior 
Court, volumes I-11, show that the first case 
arising under McLachilan’s administration, 
was in January, 1890, and was numbered 
Sou. Thereafter, cases are numbered con- 
secutUjyely, and at the time I made my 
Dowffey speech, the highest number was 
1150. Anumberof these cases are ap- 
peals from municipal courts, and were 
prosecuted, not by the District Attorney, 
but by the city attorneys of the respective 
municipalities. Excluding these, the re- 
cord of the Superior Court shows that 276 
is the total number of criminal cases han- 
died by Mr. McLachlan and his deputies; 
and it still remains a fact, which Mr. 
McLachlan does not think it advisable to 
deny, that nearly 25 per cent. of all these 
cases were dismissed by him, that he was 
defeated in thirty-six, accepted pleas of 
guilty in forty-nine, and secured. eighty- 
two verdicts, including in the term ‘ver- 
dicts” judgments on technical points of 
law in cases appealed from justices’ courts, 
the remainder ofthe 276 cases being dis- 
posed of in various ways. The profession 
will smile when the gentleman lines him- 
self up with the Hon. S. M. White. 


THOSE TAX CASES,

have no weight with any fair-minded man; 
and when Mr. McLachlan has attained suf- 
ficient experience. in affairs temporal, he 
will realize the fact that neither poverty 
nor wealth make the man:¢the true meas- 
ure is whether or not, as men, we have 
performed our duties faithfully—he asa 
servant of the people, and I as a private 
citizen. 

In conclusion, I would say that I am not 
supported in my candidacy for the office of 
District Attorney by Montafio or Lauterio. 

My opponent forgot to say anything in 
his speech concerning the cases against the 
latter gentleman, but the records show 
that they were never tried, but were all dis- 
missed.

The county 
rate of taxation is now $1.45 on the $100, 
and itis clear from this comparison that 
50 cents on the $100 should be amply suf- 
ficient to pay the expenses of this county. 

With this presentation of the factsI am 
content to leave the issue with the people 
of this county, confidentin the sincerity of 
my own purpose, and assured that if de- 
feated I will have brought to the attention 
of the people a few of the flagrant sins of 
omission and commission‘of the servants of 
the people, and the great burden placed 
upon the taxpayers of this county thereby. 

‘The District Attorney, if sofMisposed, can 
do much in curtailing these expenses. Is 
there anything tm-the.ceceora of the incum- 
bent which shows such a disposition.

MRS. CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS. 


The Little Sketch H istory Gives Us of the 
Great Discoverer'’s Wife, 
{San Francisco Evening Bulletin.] 

No history of Columbus is complete in 
these days without more than a passing 
allusion to Felipa Monis de Perestrella, 
his wife. It is a pity we know no more 
of her. Doubtless her influence kept 
him from discouragement in many an 
hour of darkness. 

When Columbus entered Lisbon he 
was in the full prime of manly strength 
and beauty, about 35 years old, tall, of 
almost perfect proportions, and of no- 
ble and dignified demeanor. His face 
was rather long, but raddy with health, 
his hair blond, his eyes light, but kindly 
and intelligent. He was exceedingly 
modestin his apparel, as became the 
son of a woolen weaver, and he was af- 
fable to all, but dignified always. To 
crown all, he was most assiduous in his 
attendance upon religious services, and 
while in Lisbon he heard mass daily at 
the Church of the Convent of All Saints. 

In the convent were a number of 
young ladies of the world, placed there 
to be educated; they, too, were attend- 
ants at the daily mass. One of these 
was much attracted by the grave young 
stranger, whose fair color and light 
hair made him copspicuous in this dark- 
eyed, black-haired Lisbon congrega- 
tion. > 

Is it any wonder that the blue eyes of 
Columbus saw the admiration in Fe- 
lipa’s face, or that the soft luster of the 
dark eyes of the Lusitanian maiden 
burned its gentle way into the heart of 
the young Genoese? 

THE LOVERS MEET. 


For some time Felipa and Columbus 

did not meet outside of the church, but 
with the tenacious faith which was the 
mainspring of his whole life, Columbus 
believed that the day would come when 
the story their eyes had told would be 
transiated into words. 
At last fortune favored them and they 
met. The meeting was but the seal of 
that which had been; his eloquence 
won her mind as completely as his 
manly grace had already captivated 
her heart, while the beauty of her char- 
acter, as soon as he learned to know it, 
but crowned the victory gained at first 
by her beauty. The supreme moment 
at last arrived when they said to each 
other, “I love you.’’ Columbus was 
poor; indeed he often found himself 
pinched for means, and out of his slen- 
der income he often found himself 
obliged to assist his father, who, pov- 
erty-stricken in his old age, lived at 
Savona. 

By a strange and altogether happv 
dispensation of providence the prom- 
ised bride of the great discoverer was 


-the daughter of a well-known naviga- 


tor and. Italian captain, Bartholo.neo 
Petestrella, who was a sharer in the 
enthusiasm and some of the vovages of 
that famous Portuguese navigator, 
Prince Henry. Perestrella was one of 
the three enthusiasts who, sailing far- 
ther in one direction than any Portu- 
guese had before attempted, rediscov- 
ered the Island of Porto Santo, one of 
the Madeira group. This island was 
given to Perestrella in honor of the dis- 
covery. Perestrella died, leaving 
Porto Santoto his children. It wasa 
portion of this barren heritage which 
formed Felipa’s only fortune. 
HOUSEKEEPING ON AN ISLAND.. 

Strong in their love, Columbus and 
his Italian sweetheart felt that together 
they could face the bitterest trials and 
the greatest deprivations. In a short 
time, about 1473 or 1474, they were 
married, setting up their modest Lares 
and Penates in Lisbon. Felipa’s 
widowed mother lived withthem. Here 
for a time they dwelt most happily, 
but the bee was already buzzing in 
Columbus’s bonnet and a growing friend- 
ship and peculiar affinity for Felipa’s 
brother-in-law, Pedro Correa, induced 
him to move to Porto, where Pedro 
lived. 

Columbus and his Felipa made them- 
selver a pleasant home in this then 
obscure corner of the world, an@¢ lived 
most peacefully, rejoicing in each other 
ard in a son, who was born to them and 
whonr they named Diego. 

REMEMBERED TILL DEATH. 

After this we get from history little 
more knowledge of Mrs. Columbus, as 
she will doubtless be called by many of 
the visitors whosee the relics of the 
Porto Santo home at the World’s Fair. 
How long she filled his life perfect 
with domestic peace we do not know. 
The last mention of her is in the will of 
her husband, who directs that masses be 
said for the repose of her soul. How 
long that soul had been separated from 
his history does not tell. 

How much we owe to Felipa’s help- 
ful enthusiasm and to the letters and 
documents of her father, Bartolomeo 
Perestrella, which, at her warriage, 
came into possession of Columbus, is 
uncertain. Neither can we tell how 
much the mind of the future discoverer 
of America was influenced by the pas- 
sion of navigation and discovery which 
seems to have been hereditary in the 
Perestrella family,
